Andrews described a day he 
spent in his office in 1963. •

Lee Harvey Oswald walks into 
my office. I stayed to listen to 
the guy because I thought I’d 
make some bread., But I haven’t 
made any bread! T should have 
gone fishing,”. 

“Now I’m like a harpooned

can’t get away, I got nowhere 
to go.” 

Andrews told newsmen thatl 
trying to duck the press' is a 
waste of time. Referring tol 
District Attorney Jim Garrison,! 
Andrews said there is no sense 
in saying, - “no comment, no; 

comment, no commeiit.” "t 

Wearing sun glasses, the at-] 
tomey stated that the greatest, 
problem with the Warren Com-j 
mission Report is that every- 
body draws his own conclusions 
in the so called “search for 
truth.”- But you can’t define 
truth, he' continued.
